William V. Cowan, secretary of 
the State Tax Commission, has 
prepared a set of questions in an 
effort to ascertain the views of 
the taxpayers on the different 
phases of taxation they cover, ac- 
cording to a Sacramento dispatch. 

With the question are being 
‘circulated copies of the ‘‘fore- 
word, explaining the scope of 
the work of the commission. The 
qnestions and foreword have been 
mailed to representative citizens 
in every county of the state. The 
commission has not rendered any 
opinion on the tax system, but will 
report to the legislature in 1917. 
The commission was created to in- 
vestigate the tax and revenue sys- 
tem in this and other states, and 
to determine the relative burden 
of taxation between public utility 
corporations and the ordinary tax- 
payer. 

Without going into the pertin- 
ency of the various questions pro- 
pounded and the answers which 
may be made to them, the Record- 
Herald can say without the fear 
cf successful contradiction that 
the taxpayers of the state of Cali- 
fornia are surely in favor of tax 
reform and especially they favor 
the dispensing with the services 
of something like ninety-odd com- 
missions which have been perpet- 

rated on them by the Johnson ad- 
ministration.

SOLDIERS WHO KICK 


Major General Tasker H. Bliss. 
assistant chief of staff, reports 
that an inspection of camps of 
national guardsmen on the burder 
shows that conditions are sani- 
tary, food sufficient, water supply 
abundant, and all the needs of 
the soldiers well supplied. This is 
in eénflict with reports from 
many of the guardsmen, who 


write back complaints of various 


kinds concerning everything from 
food color schemes, all in no ways 
complimentary to the service, and 
the war depactment which directs 
the army and cares for it. Yet 
the report of General Bliss, a man 
grown up in close familiarity with 
military affairs, is probably more 
‘reliable than that of the citizen 
soldiers fresh from the comforts 
of home. An army in field serv- 
ice can’t hope to have home-like 
surroundings, and for@that reason 
there will always be more or less 
kicking from the soldiers in the 
ranks, particularly when the army 
is a volunteer organization which 
really came to fight, and sees no 
tighting to do, And experience 
and observation teach that the 
men who were used to the least at 
home are likely to do the most 
kicking on the comforts the gov- 
ernment provides for its soldiers 
And volunteers knowing the poli- 
tical power of soldiers of their 
kind, are most certain to seek the 
public mind with their tales of 
woe, the writing of which also 
affords some solace to a homesick 
person. The real test of the treat- 


ment of an army is the condition | 


of its physical health, and the sick 
list along the border does not 
seem unduly large for troops sub- 
jected to a sudden change of cli- 
mate and water and mode of liv- 


ing. Such changes inevitably pro- 


duce some evil results, but those 
will be remedied in a little while, 
and the border camps seem likely 
to escape the epidemics which 
made some mobilization camps of 
1898 more deadly than the en- 
emy’s bullets.
